New  listeners  often  ask  about  KPFA's  rebroadcasting  of  programs  produced  by  the 
BBC.  The  arrangement  is  quite  simple.  The  BBC  has  a  transcription  service  for 
the  distribution  of  programs  for  broadcast  reproduction  by  overseas  stations.  The 
programs  are  available  from  the  BBC's  New  York  office  for  a  nominal  fee.  They  must 
not  be  used  for  commercial  purposes;  the  rebroadcasts  are  limited  to  three;  and 
there  is  usually  a  three-year  limit  on  each  production. 

The  structure  of  the  BBC  is  quite  different  from  American  radio  in  that  it  is 
state-owned  and  supported  by  taxation.  There  is  an  ownership  tax  upon  all  radio 
receivers.  It  is  not  used  as  an  advertising  medium,  and  there  is  not,  as  in  this  country, 
the  large  number  of  independent  and  network  stations  crowded  within  the  radio 
band.  The  BBC  maintains  three  separate  program  services  for  home  listeners  — 
comparable  to  three  separate  networks  with  different  programs.  They  are  the  Home 
Service,  the  Light  Programme,  and  the  Third  Programme.  The  Third  Programme 
broadcasts  some  of  the  most  esoteric  as  well  as  some  of  the  finest  radio  programs  to 
be  heard  anywhere  in  the  world.  It  is  radio  fare  of  extraordinary  variety.  Here  are 
some  programs  from  a  single  week  in  July:

It  is  hard  to  resist  inventing  shows  for  the  Third  Programme;  such  features  as  "A  Talk  on  the 
Mating  Habits  of  the  Smaller  House  Spider,"  or  "A  Half  Hour  of  Meditative  Silence  by  T.  S. 
Eliot."  When  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  Third  Programme  attracts  only  a  very  small 
percentage  of  the  British  radio  audience,  the  rejoinder  was  that  that  small  percentage  represents 
a  figure  far  in  excess  of  the  number  of  persons  who  could  be  crowded  into  all  the  concert  and 
lecture  halls  of  Great  Britain  and  Western  Europe.  Regular  listeners  to  the  BBC  Third 
Programme  are  a  minority,  but  a  significant  minority. 

To  this  extent  there  is  an  exact  parallel  between  the  Third  Programme  and  KPFA:  they 
are  both  designed  for  that  surprisingly  large  minority  of  the  radio  audience  eager  to  hear 
something  substantially  different  from  the  prevailing  type  of  radio  programming.  There  are 
of  course  other  similarities  —  for  the  most  part  similarities  in  intention  rather  than  in  accom- 
plishment. The  justification  for  most  of  the  activities  of  the  Third  Programme  —  and  this  is 
equally  true  for  KPFA  —  rests  upon  the  active  interrelation  between  the  serious  writers, 
musicians,  and  professional  men  in  many  fields  and  the  programs  which  are  put  on  the  air. 
The  BBC  with  its  vast  resources  does  a  superb  job  in  this  regard.  KPFA  tries  to  provide  an 
outlet  for  such  work;  the  possibilities  are  there  if  we  have  the  persistence  to  develop  them. 
So  far  as  American  radio  is  concerned,  state-ownership  is  certainly  not  the  answer.  KPFA 
represents  the  first  practical  test,  and  a  successful  one,  of  an  intermediate  method  —  listener- 
sponsorship. 


Answers  to  our  question:  Why  did  you  subscribe  to  KPFA?  are  coming  in.  They  are  not 
pouring  in,  but  they  are  coming.  Reading  them  is,  as  one  of  you  suggested  it  would  be,  fun. 
We  appreciate  your  answering,  in  some  cases  answering  very  thoroughly.  We  appreciate  too 
the  many  comments  you  have  included.  It  is  always  fascinating  to  realize  how  many  things 
KPFA  is  to  how  many  people.  To  some  it  is  chiefly  music:  Bach,  Mozart,  Bartok,  and  jazz. 
To  some  it  is  BBC,  with  long  evenings  of  Shakespeare  and  Chaucer.  To  some  it  is  public 
affairs.  To  some  it  has  brought  philosophical  illumination.  Everyone  who  has  written,  feels 
strongly  that  he  has  a  responsibility  to  pay  for  what  he  is  getting  by  being  a  subscriber.
